ECONOMIC TACTICS IN GOTHAM, 


The New Osinpany’s Representatives Talk- 
ing Big Things to Reporters. 

Representatives of the Economic company 
are blowing their horns in New York. A re- 
porter of the New York Herald was yesterday 
given the material for the following story 
which was telegraphed to Taz Trrsuyz. In 
some respects it is a wonderful curiosity: 

New York, Aug. 4.—There was a flurry of ex- 
citement in. Wall street circles this afternoon 
when it was learned that a systematic attack is to 
be made on the Chicago Gas company by an an- 
tagonist no less formidable than the great Stand- 
ard Oil company, the most powerful corporation 
in this country. That is to say, the attack is not 
to be made by the Standard Oil trust as a body, 
but by some of the most influential members of it, 
which is almost the same thing. The story be- 
hind this movement is an interesting one with 
some comic features. There is a certain con- 
tingent of directors of the Chicago Gas company 
who have been dubbed in Wall street 
“The Thimble-Ri The name sufficiently 
expresses the tactics they have resorted to in 
manipulating the stock of the company. Now 
these shrewd operators have recently succeeded 
in catching some of the Standard Oil people, and 
also some of the Elkins-Widener syndicate, who 
were induced to buy some of the Chicago Gas 
stock and who were summarily dumped during the 
recent. slumpin the Chicago Gas stock. These 
men are not the sort to sit down tamely under 
treatment of this kind. It is not often they get 
left in a battle of might, and when they do they 
are generally able to retaliate in a telling man- 
ner.’ That's what they mean to do this time, and 
if their plans do not miscarry they will receup 
themselves many times over for the losses they 
made in Chicago Gas. : 

And this is the shape their revénge will take: 
A new gas company to rival the Chicago Gas and 
to make war upon it in its own territory has just 
been organized. It is called tho Economic Gas 
Company of Illinois.” It has a capital of $5,000,- 
000, all of whieh has been promptly subscribed for 
and paid up. It is a close corporation and none 
of its stock is on the market. The largest holders 
of the stock and the prime movers of the scheme 
are Messts. Kent, Hutchinson, Keith, and Watson, 
all of whom are Chicago capitalists; J. B. Par- 
sons, Charles L. Yerkes, P. A. B. Widener, and W. 
L. Elkins of Philadelphia, and William C. Whit- 
ney, and the Paynes of New York and Ohio, all of 
whom are members of the powerful street-car 
syndicate, and Henry H. Rogers ofthe Standard 
Oil company. The organization of the new gas 
company has been kept quiet until all the stock 
was subscribed for and the company ready for 
business. The secret was disclosed (0 yesterday 
afternoon in Wall street and caused consternation 
among the Chicago Gas Thimble-Riggers,” for 
they recogsized that there was going to be a fight 
for blood and that the Widener-Whitney syndicate 
and the Standard Oil people were dangerous 
rivais.

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WHOLESALE MAIL THEFT 


CAPTURE OF A MAN WHO ALMOST 
PARALYZED A FIRM’S BUSINESS. 


. 


A Carrier Who tor, a Year Rided the Let- 
ters of Montgomery Ward & Co., Lapp 
& Flershem, and the Chicago Supply 
Company of Cash and Postal Notes— 


Caught Through the Clever Scheme of 


‘Inspector Stuart—He Makes a Confes- 
. ston, 

Capt. James E. Stuart yesterday arrested 
Henry E. Barlow, a mail-carrier of the Chi- 
cago Postoffice, and solved the problem as to 
who has been robbing the mail of Montgomery 
Ward & Co. for the last year. 

Lapp & Flershem, Montgomery Ward & 
Co., and the Chicago Supply company, 
and a number of other local business houses 
have been complaining for many months 
past of the loss of mail. The Postoffice De- 
partment was set to work about eight months 
ago, and every device known to the detective’s 
art was employed in an endeavor to ferret 
out the thief and stop the leakage. The work 
met with no success. Several arrests were 
made, and in some instances letters were 
found upon the persons of the prisoners, but 
none of the captives proved to be the party 
guilty of the great depredations, and the losses 
continued. 

Inspector Stuart Bewildered. 

Capt. Stuart Was bewildered. He had seem- 

ingly used every effort to capture the thief, 


yet in spite of his efforts and tireless exertions 


the man who was purloining the mail in 
wholesale fashion remained at large. 

The house of Montgomery Ward & Co. was 
a hive of skillful detectives, and every man in 
the vast army of employés was under espion- 
age, but no discoveries were made. The firm 
was distracted, its business was paralyzed 
through the great losses of mail, and constant 
complaints were being received from cus- 
tomers of the house. 

As a last resort Capt. Stuart changed his 
plan of operations. He figured that the thief 
would destroy all money orders and drafts 
and retain only cash and postal notes, which 
latter could be cashed by the bearer 
‘and the chance of detection slight. 
Acting on this plan he advised the firm to ob- 
tain the numbers of postal notes from cus- 
tomers who complained of losses and himself 
wrote to Postmasters who had issued such 
notes in cases where the customers could not 
remember the numbers. In time he received 
replies inclosing the data he wished, and im- 
mediately he forwarded the list to the depart- 
ment at Washington, asking the Auditor to 
have the notes hunted up and sent to him that 
he might obtain a specimen of the thief’s 
handwriting. | 

A Clew to the Thief. 

After a delay of several months Capt. Stuart 
received six notes, all of which had been 
mailed to Montgomery Ward & Co. and 
which were signed by James A. Blake and 
names very similar, the handwriting of all be- 
ing identical. He was certain the thief was in 
the employ of the Chicago Postoffice, and im- 
mediately upon the receipt of the coveted 
notes he began a comparison of thé signa- 
tures thereto with the handwriting 
of the carriers. Then taking the Posteffice 


examiners into his confidence he had them 


familiarize the clerks with the handwriting of 
Blake.“ with instructions to detain any per- 
son presenting postal notes for payment 
signed similarly to the specimen notes.

He was taken to the Inspector’s room, and

last year and had also taken some letters in- 
tended for the Chicago Supply company. 
This confession he afterward placed in writ- 
ing. Hewas taken to the Harrison Street 


Police Station, where he is locked up. 


Harlow has been in the employ of the Chi- 
cago Postoffice as a carrier since 1882 and for 
ten years previous was employed as a car- 
driver by the West Division Street Railway 
company. He is aman 42 years of age, 
married, and formerly lived with his family 
at No, 1526 Milwaukee avenue. For several 
weeks past, owing to family troubles, he has 
boarded with his sister, Mrs. Owram, at No. 
469 West Madison street. He was enlisted in 
the Sixteenth IIIinois cavalry m 1863 and 
served until the close of the war. He was a 
member of George H. Thomas Post, G. A, R. 

His plan of operation was simple and yet 
such that there was little danger of detection. 
When, prior to each trip, he made the rounds 
of the distributing cases he would take a hand- 
ful of mail from the box of Montgomery 
Ward & Co., though that firm was not on his 
route. When an opportunity offered he would 
open the mail, destroy the letters, money 
orders and drafts, and retain only cash and 
postal notes, as the Inspector had surmised. 

This capture does not satisfy the depart- 
ment as to who is responsible for the loss to 
other firms, but by pursuing the policy which 
resulted in the arrest of Barlow the losses will 
probably be stopped. 

Capt. Stuart considers this the most im- 


portant arrest the department has made in | 


years,and one that will greatly relieve the 
business-men of Chicago. 


‘THEY HAD A-‘SKIRMISH IN THE WOODS. 


Lively Encounter Between the Soldiers at 
Camp Douglas.

The Chicago Divine Takes Exception to the 
Atheist’s Views on Shakspeare. 
Cuautaugqua, N. I., Aug. 4.—| Special. I—In 
his lecture here today on the World of Shaks- 
peare Dr. Barrows of Chicago made indirectly 
a sharp criticism of Ingersoll’s lecture on the 
English dramatist. Dr. Barrows showed how 
groundless is Mr. Ingersoll's claim that Shaks- 
peare regarded crime as only a mistake of 
ignorance. The hinge of Shakspeare’s plays, 
that upon which they turn, is God’s providen- 
tial order. It is commandingly ethical, blaz- 
ing forth the truth that the government of 
this moral sphere is set against selfish- 
ness, against treachery, against hypocrisy, 
against the madness of lust and the un- 
wisdom of jealousy. Shakspeare’s world 
not that of the atheist and agnostic.

Nowhere outside of the 
Scriptures are the sina of man revealed with 
more astonishing and terrific power as acts 
committed against the divine moral order. 
Shaxspeare is so ethical in his greater dramas 
that his javelins strike deep at almost every 
sin. Shakspeare reflects biblical truths as he 
sings of the instability of earthly happiness, 
beauty, and glory, and leads one’s thoughts 


and hopes into the lucid realm of immortal 


life.

EXHIBITION OF A NEW FIRE-ESCAPE, 


Men, Women, and Children Brought Safely 
Down from the Fifth Story of a Building. 
An exhibition of an automatic fire-escape 

was made yesterday afternoon at the rear of 
Fire Engine House No. 10, No. 84 Pacific ave- 
nue. The escape had been built up to the 
fifth story at the rear of the engine house. It 
is simply @fire-proof chute, two feet square. 
An elevator run by achain passes through 
this. There are doors at each floor. They 
spring shut as soon as released. There are 
steps fastened to this elevator capable of carry- 
ing one person each. This elevator is evenly 
balan so that the weight of one person will 
start it running. It is controlled by a governor 
at the foot of the shaft that will stop it at any 
point, and it is so weighted that it can only 
run at a certain rate of . doors 
close so quickly and tightly that fire and 
smoke cannot enter it. It has an cpening on 
the roof so that persons driven on the roof 
may escape. 

Late yesterday afternoon 2 McDonough 
of Engine Company No. 10 called out his men 
to try the new machine. They ran upstairs, 
‘ hopped into the chute, and the escape started.

The in- 
ventor—C. G. Wheeland, a farmer of Brush 
Creek, Fayette County, Ia.—after the exhibi- 
tion invited the crowd into the engine-house 
to hear a lecture from blind Prof. Bronson, 
who was only fairly started into a discourse 
upon the horrors of a fire in one of Chicago’s 
high buildings when an alarm sent the fire- 
men out on the jump and caused the crowd 
to scatter like chaff.

LAYING GAS MAINS UNDER THE SIDE- 
WALKS. 


It has been stated that Commissioner Ald- 
rich has suggested to the Economic gas syndi- 
cate that instead of attempting to lay their 
mains in the streets already overcrowded with 
conduits and pipes, they use the space under 
the sidewalks. It is not likely that the Com- 
missioner ever committed himself to any- 
thing of the kind; but whether he talked of it 
or not, it is out of the question. It is true that 
the fee to the sidewalk space is in the city, but 
the owner of the abutting property has a pre- 
scriptive right to the use of it. The custom is 
of too long standing to be upset for the bene- 
fit of a speculative gas company. The proper- 
ty-owners have built the curb walls, and also 
the cross walls, and have roofed over the space 
with stone or wood. They have proceeded to 
use it for various purposes, such as the 
storage of coal or goods of various kinds; 
many have placed water closets there connect- 
ing with the street sewers. Through those 
sidewalk spaces pass now the water, gas, and 
electric service pipes which connect the houses 
with the street mains. The interference by 
the city with the rights of the property-own- 
ers has been confined to the occasional run- 
ning of small pipes immediately under the 
sidewalk and next to the curb wall for holding 
electric wires. 

The thousands of persons pe ee are using the 
sidewalk space in front of their stores and pri- 
vate dwellings need it all. They have no 
room tospare for two immense gas mains, 
which could not be laid there without cutting 
through the cross-walls, which are generally 
only twenty feet apart, and without interfer- 
ing with gas, water, and sewer connections, 
and ripping up stone or concrete floorings and 
removing sidewalks in order to lower pipes, 
thus putting an effectual end to all travel. 

There is another reason, even stronger than 
these, why gas mains should not be laid un- 
der the sidewalks. That is, that as yet no 
mains have been put down which do not teak 
in spite of all precautions. If the Eco- 
mio was allowed to run its big pipes through 
the sidewalk spaces the latter would be filled 
with insufferable stenches, which would pass 
directly into the basements, houses, and stores. 
The latter would become uninhabitable, and 
the danger of fire and explosion would be 
great and continual. A man might as well 
make a powder magazine of his basement as 
allow a gas main to be placed there. ‘ 

It is almost as absurd to talk of using the 
down-town alleys as it is the sidewalk space. 
The former are virtually full now. 
the room undefground have been made to dif- 
ferent individuals by successive Councils that 
they might place boilers and engines there 


great gas mains to be stretched among the 
boilers? So instead of wasting time on these 
things it is better to meet the issue squarely 
and to tell the so-called Economic company 
in the first place that it has no business to ask 
for a permit to tear up a dowa-town street un- 
til it has given some better evidence than now 
exists that it means to go into the gas busi- 
ness: It should show its plant and should be- 
gin constructing its works. And when it be- 
gins’ main pipe-laying it should do it near ita 
gas-holder and retofts. Where are they? 

If it appears that there is no room in a cer- 
tain street for the nickel plate company’s 
mains, then it must keep out of that street 
and go into territory where its pipes can be 
accommodated. There are a million and a 
quarter people in Ghicago and they do not 
all live in the business center on a few streets. 
There are sections where the Economic can 
exert itself to its heart’s content if it is in 
earnest. which very few people believe.

ot money confessedly inadequate to do the

in consequence held as a commodity in 
“bulk and legislated out of its purchasing 
40 power.“ 

This is a most remarkable statement to be 
made by a man bearing the title of Hon.,“ 
and who, therefore, may be presumed to be 
better informed than the average citizen. 
Who is it confesses the volume of 
money in circulation “inadequate to 
Go the business of the world”? The 

le who make the claim are those 
who are short of property with which to ob- 
tain money by Joan or purchase, and money 
can only be thus obtained except by stealing 
it. He is equally at fault in demanding free 
coinage of silver as a remedy for his supposed 
grievance. He ought to know that the special 
purchasing power which silver now has in this 
country is derived from the very protective 
legislation which he professes to want legis- 


uel | lated out of existence. Coined silver is at 


present on an equivalence with gold in the 
ratio of 16 to 1 in weight, and if “held asa 


| commodity in bulk every one of those dol- 
lars so held is represented by a money certifi- 


7 cate circulating against it. The coin dollars 


are there in the Treasury at the service of the 
people if the public prefers them to their 
paper representatives, and the government is 


prepared to surrender on demand the certifi- 


cates issued against them, Also each of those 
dollars is practically exchangeable at par with 
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dullion contained in the coin, and this on 
every silver dollar now in existence in the 


United States as well as all those to be turned 


out in future from the mint. As each of them 
would then be worth 25 cents less than now, 
they would buy less by that per cent, leaving 
room for a still louder plajnt than the one 
heard now of the scarcity of money, because 


neither silver nor gold money is wanted ex- 
cept as it will enable the owner to buy some- 


thing else with it or pay for something previ- 
ously bought. The latter use of money, 
in paying off debts, is the only one 
considered by the men who profess 
to want the depreciated silver dollar 
that must come with free coinage. It 
would enable a certain number of debtors to 
pay their debts in money worth a quarter less 
than the value of the money they borrowed, 

and thus avoid the payment of 25 cents in 
every dollar of their present honest obligation. 
But after this process had been gone through 
with there would be no advantage to anybody 
in substituting cheap silver dollars for the 
present currency. The paying of existing 
debts being once over the purchasing power 
of silver would determine its value for all 
other purposes thereafter. Then the people 
would only be able to buy as much with four 
silver dollars as they now can buy with three. 
Then they would havo some color for the 
claim that the volume of money was unequal 
to the requirements of trade, which they can- 
not truly claim now. Then Mr, Deane would 
find he had given the people bad advice, the 
consequence of which was a realizing of the 
old story about the blind leadmg the blind 
and both falling into the ditch.

The Richmond (Va.) Times says: 


To anathematize Paamas Jefferson, the autho, _ 


of the Declaration of Independence, the founder 
of American Democracy in the popular sense, the 
greatest democratic exemplar of modern times 
the eminent sage and philosopher, as a traitor to 
the government which he was so instrumental in 
establishing. and to which he gave the tone 
which still distinguishes it in the main, is of 
course a mere outburst of spite, which will be 
detrimental only to the party who uttered it. 

The editorial from which this is extracted 
does not defend or excuse Jefferson for writ- 
ing the ** Resolutions of 98 which causod 
Tun Trisune to speak of his nullification 
doctrine as the begetter of a long line of 
traitors. The Times has nothing to say as to 
the authorship of those nullification resolu- 
tions, except to plead that he who wrote them 
was the author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Pursuing the same line of argu- 
ment it may be said that Arnold fought gal- 
lantly at Quebec and Saratoga, and Jeff Davis 
played the part of a brave and loyal soldier at 
Buena Vista. | 

The Times speaks also of Jefferson as being 
so instrumental in establishing the govern- 
ment.“ This is a broad claim, and Tun 
Tann would like to have the Times prove 
it. That sheet is published in the city which 
Arnold captured from the British during Jef- 


ferson’s Governorship, and is in a position to 


get at all the facts. What Tue Trarsuns wants 
to know is, what Jefferson did between July 4, 
1776, and the treaty ot peace of 1783, a period 
of seven yeurs, “to establish the govern- 
ment, as the Richmond paper asserts. It is 
the belief of the Jefferson idolaters “ that he 
was the foremost man in the country during 
the time that tried men’s souls,” next 
to Washington ; and that but for his endeavors 
and clarion appeals during the struggle for 
independence the patriot cause would have 
gone to smash.

Or was he quietly revising the laws of 
Virginia, drafting acts to regulate court prac- 
tice, the conveyance of property, and the pun- 
ishment of misdemeanors? Can it be that 
Jefferson was writing on Iécal matters in nis 
study for half a dozen years while Washington 
and his Continentals were breasting the storm of 
British and Hessian bullets? If he was not, 
the Richmond Times can explain what he was 
doing to help on the National cause by his pen, 
voice, and personal efforts. The Times can 
explain also, if it feels like it, the comments 
of Gen. Henry Lee, the father of Robert E.

ANOTHER ITALIAN POPE. 

The Italian Government is lookmg forward 
to the time when Pope Leo will die and 1s do- 
ing what it can to make sure that his successor 
shall be an Italian and elected in Rome. So far 
as its partners in the Dreibund are concerned it 
isunderstood that they will not permit thecon- 
clave to be held in their dominions. But the 
French male adults, though profoundly irre- 
ligious, would be more than pleased, for po- 
litical reasons, to welcome the College of Car- 
dinals to Paris or France and furnish quarters 
for any one whom it might choose as the Head 
of the Church.

Tun Kentucky State election was held Mon- 
day and resulted in the choice of the Demo- 
eratic Governor and the rest of the ticket by 
the usual heavy majorities. About a month 
ago the People’s party nominated candidates 
and began an active canvass, notifying the 
Democrats that they ought to shake in their 
boots. The Subtreasury crowd did not get 
much over 3,000 votes, so that if the Demo- 
crate were alarmed at any time it was without 
cause.

But of the hundred mem- 
bers, sixty are farmers—some Republicans, 
some Democrats, and some Alliance—so that 
on this occasion there can be no complaint 
that the lawyers have gobbled all the seats. 
This Legislature will not elect a Senator, but 
is nevertheless an important one, because it is 
the first under the new Constitution, and a 
number of changes will have to be made in 
the laws to harmonize them with that instru- 
ment. Here isa good chance then for the 
farmers to show what they can do as law- 
makers, and how much better they can do the 
work than the lawyers.

CAPT, CASTLE’S FOUR SCORE YEARS. 


His Life Has Been an Active and Success- 
fal One, 

Capt. Edward H. Castle, an old settler with 
-g remarkable record, celebrates his 80th 
birthday anniversary today by holding open 
house to his wide circle of friends at his resi- 
dence, Lincoln avenue and Walnut street. The 

Captain, who in spite 
of his four score years 
is still well preserved 
and active, has had a

Adulterations in Food. 

Many States have stringent laws, against 
food adulteration, but they fail to check the 
evil. It is on the increase. The last report of 
the Dairy Commissioner of New Jersey shows 
that 43.96 per cent, or nearly half, of all the 
food preparations submitted to him for exam- 
ination were adulterated. Sometimes the 
adulterations were harmless and in these cases 
the purchaser would be only swindled, but in 
many instances rank poisons were found in 
— fe of every day consumption. A large 


canned vegetables, such as peas 
and string beans, were found to contain cop- 
ras, used to give a green color, and a num- 
of baking powders had been ‘doctored ” 
with ammonia to give an artificial leavening 
strength and to it of their carryi 
waste matter. In these cases there is notonly 
fraud but danger tothe public health. . . .
